The guardianship over Mrs. Mamie

NEW YORK LOT SELLS AT 
$307 A SQUARE FOOT 


Plot 73:4 by 100 Feet in Size 
Brings $2,250,000, Setting 
Record. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—Edwin Wolf, 
a Philadelphia banker, acting for the 
other members of the syndicate, which 
has for some time owned the property 
at the southeast corner of Fifth ave- 
nue and Forty-second street, sold it 
today through Felix Isman to the 
Oceanic Investing Co. for $2,250,000. The 
plot is 78.4x100 feet in size, which makes 
the price paid equivalent to $307 a 
square foot. 
Isman bought the plot in 1906 from the 
Columbia Bank and the American Safe 
Deposit Co. for $1,560,000, or $211 A square 
foot. Several years later the Wolf syn- 
dicate bought it at a price that is not 
of record and erected on it a seven-story 
building. The Oceanic company, earlier 
in the week, bought the northeast cor.

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OPPOSING HUERTA 


Villa Disposed to Follow U. S. 
Suggestions as to Rights 
of Foreigners. 


— — 
By Associated Press. 

CHIHUAHUA, Mex., Dec. 19.—Ge". 
Francisco Villa said today that he 
would be disposed to follow the sug- 
gestions of the United States as to 
the rights of foreigners in Mexico. 
In conformity with this plan, ae 
named a committee to take an inven- 
tory of the property of the expelled 
Spaniards and said he would indem- 
nify such of the Spaniards as had 
not actively supported the Huerta 
Government. 

Gen. Villa had received through the 
American Consul representations 
which expressed the position of the 
United States in assuming moral re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of citl- 
zens of other nations and which 
called upon Gen. Villa for a strict 
accounting of his acts should the 
rights of any foreigners be violated. 

A communication also had been re- 
ceived from Gen. Carranza, the head 
of the revolution, following the pro- 
tests of Spaniards that their property 
had been seized and the protests of 
other foreigners that they had been 
forced to pay money to the rebel 
cause. 


Villa’s Statement. 

“I ordered all property belonging 
to Spaniards be confiscated and held 
by the rebel Government pending on 
investigation as to what Spaniards 
aided Huerta,” said Villa. “In order 
to guarantee the property while it is 
in our hands, I have named honorable 
and responsible persons to take in- 
ventory of it. 
“It was necessary to expel the Span- 
lards because their lives were in dan- 
ger here, and it was necessary to im- 
pose a penalty of death in order that 
they would go. It is well known that in 
the uprising in Mexico City last Febru- 
ary hundreds at Spaniards in the ciu- 
dad sided with Felix Dias and with 
arms co-operated in the uprising which 
enabled Huerta to bring so much suf- 
fering to Mexicans. 
When I attacked Torreon Spaniards 
gain fired on us on the pretext that 
they were guarding meir own interests. 

Protection for Spaniards. 
In Chihuahua the majority of Span- 
lards were Huerta sympathizers. When 
T entered the city I resolved upon their 
expulsion because their lives were in 
danger from the feeling held against 
them by our army, 
“The rights of all other foreigners 
have, and will be, protected. Arrests 
are being made daily of persons sus- 
pected of being Huerta sympathizers. 
They are held pending an investigation 
of their acts.“ ;

PRESIDIO, Tex., Dec. 19—An er- 
change of shots between Mexican and 
American soldier# on the American line 
two miles wes: of Presidio resulted in 
the death today of Luis Orozco, a Fed- 
eral regular fro mthe army of Gen.

The Mexicans fired the first shots. 
Orozeo, who lived several hours, ad- 
mitted that he and his companions had 
crossed to the American side with a 
note and that when they were halted by 
the American sentries they fired.

RULING ON COAL 


STENOGRAPHER, ON 
TRIAL FOR MURDER 


Mrs. Jasper Lynch Overshadows 
Wife of Man Accused of 
Killing Mrs. Caroline Turner, 

BODY FOUND IN WOODS 

Witnesses Say Defendant Was 

Nervous and Excited After Dis- 
covery of New Jersey Crime. 


TOMS RIVER, N. I., Dec. 19.—With 
his rich patroness, Mrs. Jasper Lynch, 
wife of a Lakewood real estate man, 
sitting by his side morning, afternoon 
and night, aiding to choose his jury 
and constantly making suggestions to 
his lawyers, William L. Leehan passed 
with fair assurance through the first 
day of his trial on the charge of having 
murdered Mrs. Caroline Turner in the 
pine woods resort in April, 1911. 

Mrs. Lynch, who went to Leehan’s 
rescue after his arrest, hired his law- 
yers for him and continually asserted 
his innocence, dominated the scene more 
than did the defendant. 

Attired in black slk, with a blue em- 
broidered vest, collar and cuffs, and a 
black hat with great feathery plumes, 
it was she who caught the spectator’s 
eye and she who was talked about, not 
he. When the night session concluded 
at 10 o’clock, without anything very 
damaging being brought out against 
Leehan, Mrs. Lynch was the one who 
was jubilant, rather than the insignifir 
cant looking defendant. 

Woman Virtually Directs Trial. 
It was a rather novel sight, a woman 
virtually directing a first degree mur- 
der trial. 

Mrs. Leehan, the prisoner’s wife, sat 
beside him, wan and rather poorly 
dressed in a cheap blue suit, but she, 
too, was overshadowed by the plump 
blonde patroness who had at one time 
employed Leehan as a stenographer. 
Nothing directly connecting the de- 
fendant with the murder was brought 
out. The worst that the State could 
show against him was that he was nerv- 
ous and excited both before and after 
Mrs. Turner’s body was found in the 
Lakewood pine woods. 

William C. Shafto, a Lakewood livery- 
man, testified that Leehan said to him: 
“My God, it’s awful about Mrs. Tur- 
ner, isn’t it?“ 

Then on another occasion he fell on 
his knees, placed his hands to his head 
and exclaimed: “My God, you don't 
think I killed her, do you?’ 

Witnesses Say Face Was Scratched. 

Several witnesses swore that Leehan, 
while drunk, made remarks which in- 
dicated he was worried, and that he 
might possibly know something about 
Mrs. Turner’s death. Also they said 
his face was scratched and his clothes 
dirty on the day after the woman dis- 
appeared. 

But no one saw him anywhere near 
where the body was found, and it 
seemed unlikely, to the spectators, at 
least, that the club“ found beside her 
could have been used as a weapon. 

This club“ is a small pine tree, 10 
feet long, three inches thick and weigh- 
ing over 13 pounds, an awkward, un- 
wieldy thing for even a giant to han- 
dle. 

The lawyers for the defense said at 
the end of the night session they had 
nothing to fear, but the State had not 
yet produced its strongest witness, This 
is George Jamison, a young private de- 
tective, who practically, lived with Lee- 
han for months, got his confidence 
and, it is said, obtained damaging ad- 
missions from him. Jamison will take 
the stand today. 

The defense, it is rumored, will contend | 
and bring evidence to show that Mrs.

Hearing of Post-Dispatch and 
B. M. L. Protest Against 
Advance Closed, 


ARGUMENT LIKELY FEB. 14 


That Is Date for Filing of 
Final Briefs—Summary of 
the Evidence. 


The taking of testimony in the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission’s hearing 
of the protest against the proposed 5%- 
cent-a-ton increase on St. Louis coal 


Thureday night. Richard T. Eddy, ex- 
aminer for the Commission, announced 
he would endeavor to have the case set 
for argument before the Commission in 
Washington Feb. 14. 

Examiner Eddy gave the railroads 
and the East S*. Louis Commercial Club 
until Jan. 2 to file briefs. He fixed 
Feb. 7 as the last day for the filing of 
briefs by the Post-Dispatch and the 
Business Men’s League, who made the 
protest, and Feb. 14 as the last day for 
the reply briefs by the railroads. 

Attorenys for railroads were requested 
by Examiner Eddy to ask their com- 
panies to withhold the 6%-cent advance 
they ask in the coal rate to St. Louis 
and East St. Louis until the Commis- 
sion decides the case. He thinks a 
ruling will be made by April 1. 

Summary of Evidence, 
Following is a summary of the evi- 
dence submitted by the Post-Dis- 
patch and Business Men's League: 

Arbitrary bridge toll of 20 
cents per ton exacted by the Ter- 
minal Association on coal costs 
St. Louls consumers more than 
$800,000 a year. 

East Side railroads receive 32 
cents a ton for coal delivered in 
St. Louis, and 22 cents for coal 
delivered in Last St. Louis, 
though they perform exactly the 
same service in each case. 

Coal is delivered at Valley 
Park for 7% cents a ton less 
than in St. Louis, though the haul 
is 19 miles farther. 

Although many coal mines are 
nearer many St. Louis consumers 
than East St. Louis consumers, 
coal from these mines costs the 
St. Louis consumer 20 cents a ton 
more in freight. 

On the East Side, where coal 
Toads are in competition with the 
Terminal, they absorb the Ter- 
minal’s switching charge. On the 
west side, where there is no 
competition, they do not absorb 
the charge. 

While the Terminal Association 
does not pay dividends, it earns a 
surplus which is used in extend- 
ing its property. 

Factories employing nearly 
50,000 men have been driven from 
St. Louis to the east side by the 
exeessive arbitrary bridge toll 
on coal 

Although the railroads con- 
tend they can haul a train 100 
miles as cheap as 16 miles, they 
make an additional charge for 
hauls of more than 60 miles and 
less than 100 miles. 

The railroads submitted the follow- 
ing: 

The cdal traffic is not remunerative 
and, reduced to a per ton per mile 
basis, does not more than pay cost. 

It requires a large equipment 
which can be used for no other busi- 
ness, and this equipment is frequent- 
ly idle months at a time. 

Nearly 70 per cent of the coal is 
handled by roads which are not 
members of the Terminal Associa- 
tion. 

Coal hauled from a mine 15 miles 
from East St. Louis is as great an 
expense to the railroad as that 
hauled from a mine 100 miles out, 
the railroads being required to pay 
the train crew for 100 miles on a 
trip. 

This was admitted by the ralir- 
oads: 

That coal traffic to St. Louis Is 
charged 20 cents a ton more than to 
East St. Louis. 

That factories have moved to the 
east side to get advantage of this

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TERMINAL OFFERS 
ITS FINAL PLEA TO 
RETAIN ARBITRARY 


Attorneys Priest and Pierce 
Present Brief in Support of 
Their Decree. 


The last word of the Terminal Rall- 
road Association in support of its plea 
for the right to continue charging an 
arbitrary bridge toil on traffic shipped 
to St. Louis from within the 100-mile 
zone, was presented to Judges San- 
born, Hook and Smith of the United 
States District Court Friday in the 
form of a written brief, by Attorneys 
Henry S. Priest and T. M. Pierce. 

Edward C. Crow, counsel for the Gov- 
ernment, will have another week to 
answer the brief filed by the Terminal 
attorneys. The Court then will close 
the record and proceed to enter a final 
decree to make effective the mandate of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
in the suit of the United States against 
the Terminal, which was ‘Tiled in 1906. 

The brief clearly indicates it is not 
the intention of the Terminal to abol- 
ish the arbitrary if its form of decree 
is adopted. Crow had submitted to the 
Court a form of decree, which, if adopt- 
ed, would make it impossible for the 
Terminal or the rafiroads to maintain 
an arbitrary, and which would compel 
them to make the same rates to St. 
Louis, East St. Louls, Madison, Granite 
City and other points within the St. 
Louls gateway. 

The paragraph in the mandate of the 
Supreme Court on which the contro- 
versy relative to the abolition of the 
arbitrary hinges reads: 

“Fifth. By providing for the aboli- 
tion of any special or so-called arbi- 
trary charge for the use of terminal fa- 
cilities in respect of traffic originating 
within the so-called 100-mile area, that 
is not equally and im like manner ap- 
plied in respect of all other traffic of a 
une character originating outside of 
that area.“ 

“The principal subject of this pro- 
vision is the abolition of an arbitrary 
charge—not the reasonableness of the 
charge—an arbitrary charge ior the use 
of something, namely, the terminal fa- 
cilities of the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation,” the attorneys said in their 
brief. 

„To what is the abolition of that 
charge directed? In respect of traffic 
originating within the 100-mile area, is 
it to be entirely abolished? We answer 
no, only in so far as a charge is ap- 
plied in discrimination on traffic orig- 
inating within the 100-mile area that is 
not in like manrer applied in respect of 
traffic of a like character originating 
outside of that area.
